Of the seven constitutional 


to: ratify’.or‘ reject there are, in our 
jadgment, but three which should be 
approved. These are the Third, Fifth, 
and Seventh, The Third Amendment 
provides -for''two ‘sdgfitional -County 
Judges. in Kings County. - There is 
business. enough.for two more Judges, 
the vote on this amendment should be 
“ Yes.” ; 

Amendment No. & increases the sal- 
ary of the Governor ‘of the State from 
$10,000-to, $20,000 a year. That is rea- 
sonable and just.. The vote on Amend- 
ment No, 6 should be. “ Yes.” 

Amendment No. 7 empowers Judges 
of the Supreme Court, with or without 
a jury, to.aét. In condemnation proceed- 
ings That amendment Should also be 
approved. The vote should be “ Yes.” 

Amendments Nog. I, 2, 4, and 6, on 
thé other hand, should be rejected. 
‘Amendment No. 1 increases the salany 
‘of Senators at Albany from $1,500 to 
$3,400 a year, and of Assemblymen 
from. $1,500 to $8,000, with additional 
allowance fof mileage: The ratification 
of this amendment would add about 
$400,000 to the annual cost of the State 
Government. There is no good teason 
for increasing.the salary of the legis- 
lators, which is sufficient for their an- 
nual service of three or four months.

Another name for this period 
is the “ Pyramid Age,” in ceference to the 
development of the wonderful and unique 
architecture of: the. pyramids or royal 
tombs in the great cemetery of Memphis, 
where ‘they are surrounded: by the minor 
tombs; known ,as- mastabas and con- 
| structed for the “nobles, the. chief offictals 
of. the court, “and the. priests ‘gonnected 
with the pyramid témptes. “Nearly all 
the objects -in the second“ toom are taken 
from the pyramids and tombs, and a 
model of the pyramid and temple of King 
Sahura at Abusir is exhibited in the-third 
room. 

The. construction of the pyramids not 
only is interesting in itself, but also as 
constituting a type of architecture that 
|} died out after*the Middle Kingdom when 
the royal.tomb assumes the form of the 
great rock-hewn shafts and chambers, 
such as aré found in the Valley of the 
Kings at Thebes. 

The form is considered to have grown 
out of the mastaba form, which resembles 
that of the pyramid with the peak sliced 
off, leaving a flat top. The pyramid walls 

are rough-hewn’ blocks covered with a 
casing of fine limestone or occasionally 
of red granite, beautifully joined, and the 
measurements made by the architects of 
the huge piles (the Great Pyramid of 
Gizeh is.composed of 2,300,000 blocks, each 
weighing about two and a half tons) are 
as accurate, according to Petrie, as those 
of the modern manufacturing optician. 

On the northern side of the pyramid at 
the base is the “passage leading to the 
burial chamber or chambers, and the 
way is guarded by. portcullises of granite

The vote of a voter of the first gs 
instead of being equal té any other, is 
far superior in value to a vote of either 
of the other two classes. 

Now, it will be seen that the greater the 
tax paid by any one individual the fewer 
voters of the first class there will be in 
each Prussian voting district. The greatest 
taxpayers in Prussia are the numerous 
land barons who pay taxes on their vast 
ancestral estates, and that small squad of 
captains of industry for whom the sudden

While Miss Pendleton’s work hag been 
for the most part strictly ‘in connection 
with teaching and administration at Wel- 
lesley, she’ has nevertheless exerted an 
influence in: educationalmatters outside 
in certain important ‘respects. For in- 
stance, she has made a very particular 
study of the relationship between pre- 
paratory schools and. colleges, as a.ye- 
sult of which she has brought the certifi- 
cate system to a high degree of efficiency. 

One of the leading educators of wo- 
men is Dr. James M. Taylor, who for 
twenty-five years has been President of 
Vassar: College. He is. undoubtedly’ the 
best-known of all the men Presidents of 
women's colleges. He stands for the same 
ideals that the leading women college 
Presidents do, emphasizing the things of 
cultivation, and insisting on the worthi- 
ness of the pursuit of learning by women 
as ah end in itself. He is, indeed, re- 
garded as very conservative by those who 
lean even slightly ‘to the idea of making 
the education of women to some extent 
vocational, for he’ has. always. been ex- 
tremely loath to admit vocational studies 
to a place in the college curriculum of 


‘women. 
‘Dr. Taylot is’ a. Baptist minister and 
the son of a Baptist minister. For near- 
ly ten years. following. his. ordination in 
1871 he was settled as a pastor in South 
Norwalk, Conn., where pe made a repu-

For a long: time they failed to wake 
up to the fact that the greatness of the 
Yard was being undermined. They did 
not notice that hundreds of students who 
come to Harvard from places not Bos* 
ton.and thereabout. hated to jump out 
of bed mornings; into many cubic feet 
of the bleakest New England weather 
imaginable. The Harvard authorities, who 
Were undergraduates in the good old days 
when comfort was in its infancy, could 
gee no reason why the student of to-day 
should need anything better than what hig 
father and grandfather had. 

In which line of thought they were 
joined by. hundreds of “‘ old grads,’’ who 
had alternately been frozen and thawed 
during four Winters in Holworthy, 
Stoughton, and Hollis.

Examining the plate later on, a trail or 
streak among the starlike points ‘be- 
trays the fact that a little planet was 
creeping across the sky while the stars 
were being photographed. . All the time 
that the plate was exposed the wanderer 
was moving onward, and after an hour 
or so it may have moved through a suf- 
ficient distance to insure its detection. 

Its claims to membership in the solar 
system. are at once investigated, and as 
soon’ as its’ pedigree and route are ao- 
curately determined it is labeled with a 
number and a ring, such as Eros, (483,) 
@ treasure trove detected by Herr. Witt, 
at the Urania Observatory, Berlin, in the 
year 1898, on Aug. 14. The path of a 
rapidly moving,: starlike object of the 
eleventh magnitude imprinted itself on a 
plate exposed by Herr Witt on that date, 
and on examining the plate he found a 
trail indicating:

Various theo- 
ries regarding;their origin have been ad- 
vanced, some maintaining that the aster- 
oids are fragménts' of an exploded planet 
which at-a:remote’ era circled between 
Mars and Jupiter,-while others are“ef ‘the 
opinion that owing ‘to: the’ strong ettrac- 
tive power of Jupiter the swarm of little 
rocks were unable to sollect’ in the for- 
mation of a planet, ~~" 

Even if they had ‘been welded together 
they would not have exceeded ohe-fourth 
the mass of the darth; The united mass 
of the six ‘hundred and ‘more ‘little worlds 
Would make only a. minute fraction of 
such @ body, although’ thére is @ pos- 
sibility that many asteroids are ‘still un- 
discovered.

covering a woman can get when she is 
dressed in a short, narrow tailor suit fin- 
ished off with stout boots. Whén made 
of white ratine they have a tall, rounded 
crown and a three-inch’ turned-up ‘cuff, 
which serves as a brim.

Wings and feathers and fantasies are 
omitted this year. The milliners cling to 
ornamental trimmings with opposing ma- 
terials; for instance, there are canaty~ 
colored collapsible hats of ratine with 
bright blue bows of felt, dnd these ma- 
terials and colors are reversed for those 
who wish dark hats, Violet is sometimes 
used to trim white, but as a rule one only 
sées black in the best hats when white is 
the foundation. 

Hats for the formal aiienl when made 
of white, are usually of French felt or 
corduroy or velveteen, although the séc- 
ond material is better when used for in- 
formal hats. The felt is the bést fabrio, 
for it harmonizes with so many different 
kinds of gowns, and it is now the fash- 
ion to wear it with a simple trimming 
atop of a splendid gown of velvet or 
satin, 

White and black tulle are used on white 
hats when built up: into large loops of 
varying sizes and slightly wired to main- 
tain their lines; White silk beaver is a 
material that should be mentioned, in the 
first place, because the handsomest hats 
of.the season are usually made of it, It 
is faced with black velvet or corded silk

gone out of style entirely, because it is 
geen on many excellent gowns, but the 
new thing is to use satin instead. 

This should not mean a serious blow to 
the woman who has a handsome gown for 
afternoon or evening draped with chiffon, 
because it is probable that the latter ma- 
terial would néed renewing anyway if the 
gown was to be worn this Winter. The 
satin that is used for drapery, by the 
way, is of a different color from the satin 
used for the foundation. This has come 
about through the popularity of the two- 
toned satins for house gowns;

CHICAGO BANK CONTROL OPEN 


System Differs from That. In New 
York, Says Banker There. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 4.—Chicago National 
banks, which control. large trust: and 
savings banks-and safety deposit com- 
panies with Ilitnois charters, are not in 
the same boat’ as‘the National City Bank 
of New York; ‘This; was the gist.of a 
statement made t6-day,. when it became 
known that ny ‘National City .Company 
of New York Gity, a hdlding corporation 
organized by men connected with the Na- 
tional City Bank, as a device. whereby 
the Natidhal ‘City interests might own 
stocks in, other banks, and thus control a 
long string of other financial interests, 
had determined,to forestall advers6 ac- 
tion by the Government’ by ridding Itself 
of those bank Stocks. The affairs of the 
Continental and Commercial and the First. 
National Banks’ which control ‘smaller 
companies, it was said; are open, while 
those of the New York company are 
sealed. 

“The difference,” said Ralph - Van 
Vechten, Vice President of thé Continenta] 
and Commercial National Bank, ‘is this: 
The New York proposition is surély..an 
investment proposition, and not a banking 
proposition. The company is not organized 
under the State, banking laws, and does 
not receive deposits.
